Would one think it possible 
for a man neither able to talk nor 
near a spoken word to become, an 
effitMeni and highy sueces.sfnl iravel- 
Ingsalesman? Thlsquestion is an- 
swered and many other interesting 
facts are told in an interview had 
Saturday with A G. Kent, (191 Den- 
nison Avenue 

Mr. Kent is a comparat'vely 
young man who, notwithstandiiii: 
the fact that he is an absolute deaf- 
mute, has " made good" in this 
busy and hustling, age, and has 
giiiiie high recognition throught>ut 
Ihe Mi<ldle Wesl as the best sales- 
man for one of the laigest furni- 
nllure houses in Ihe world 

What are Ihe di6Seuliies to be sur- 
mounte<l by a deaf-mute on the 
load? How are business men of 
large stores approached by one 
who can not talk nor even hear. 

When a representative of the 
Ohio Sun ran acoss Mr. Kent in the 
lobby of the Columbus Savings and 
Trust building, he immediately 
recognized an old friend, Ihe 
"silent salesman," whom he had 
not seen since 1901, when Ihe latter 
was iraveliim in the copper eounlry, 
in the upper peninsular of 
Michigan, for a OdimiI Rnpids 
furniture house. 

When asked .oin-.-i imi^ ihe 
many interesting liiiims which 
would undoubtedly come into ihe 
experi«'nces of a oeaf mule on the 
roa', Mr. Kent invited the reporter 
lo his office upstairs. 

" What T would like for you lo 
do," wrote Mr. Kent on a pad of 
paper — his only means of com- 
ninnicalion with the exception of a 
pair of expressive brown eyes — " is 
to impress upon your readers Ihe 
fact that the Ohio lejilslaiure is 
making a very (<ommon, but no less 
inexcusable mistake in having one 
one of the state institutions at 
Columbus known as the ' Deaf and 
Dninb institution.' That seems to 
be a universal habit, biTt It is 
wrong. The woid 'duml>' is not 
Ihe correct term to apply to persons 
who are merely mute.' 

The "silent salesman" has made 
such a success in life that he hopes 
before Itnig his other interests will 
be in such s>'ape that he will not 
have to travel all his life. 

It is interesting to " listen" lo 
Mr. Kent tell how he secured his 
first "job." The term "listen" is 
used advisetily, for, in holding 
communication with him, it is |)er 
niissible and understood that one 
can do that unheard of act of looking 
over his shoulder. Mr. Kent in- 
vites it by his actions and one does 
not feel that he is doing what is al- 
ways considerei the height of bad 
form, and while you read the words 
forming on the pad it is like hwking 
a man in the face while he is ad- 
dressing yoti. 

After Ihe panic in 1892, in which 
the fundi lire hovise ot S. M. Kent A 
Son failed, Ihe young man found 
himself in the unenviable position 
of working for some one else. 
He told his associates in Grand 
Rap.ds thai he thought he would 
go on the road as a .salesman. His 
Intimate friends laughed, thinking 
tlieii deaf mute friend was joking. 

Mr. Kent was a friend of a sales 
man who said there was an open- 
inif with his house for ,i first class 
salesman and offered fo write ^ 
stiong letter recommending the 
young man, l)ut not saying a word 
about his inability lo near or talk 

The position was seeuretr'and 
was the lurnlntf point in Mr, Kent's 
life 

He plugged along, conscious of 
Ihe day when he, together with a 
score of other salesmen, must re- 
port in peison. Would they keep 
him when I hey found out he 
couldn't hear? 

The records at the oflftce showed 
a big gain of busiuess and expres- 
sions of admiral ion airtl coimralula- 
tion were followed by a life long 
contract and a banquet. In 1897 
fire destroyed Ihe plant of this firm. 

" Perseverance on my part over- 
came the suppi^sed impossibility of 
a deaf-mute's making a success on 



the road," wrote Mr. Kent on his 
pad. 

" I have the trade well established 
now in Oliio, Michigan and Indiana. 

" In these tiays of fierce competi- 
tion it is all a cold proposition of 
quality anti price. All the ' glib' 
tongue cannot make any headway. 
Of course friendship, knowledge 
of human nature and honest re- 
presentation of goods help to in- 
crease business and liohi confiiience 
of the trade " 

" In starting out I bumped up 
against nothing except in getting 
goods introduced and getting the 
knack of selling, the same that all 
beginners experience. 

" I had no trouble in in»*iresling 
any customer It was a novelty to 
them on my first trip to busy of a 
deaf-mutes. I had always been 
used to selling by corespondence 
when I was in business with my 
father. 

" The trade is so well posted that 
all you have lo do is to show photos, 
the price and quality, and then 
your business depends largely upon 
your own personality, your social 
attractions. If you are a briglii 
stoty teller, so much Ihe better. 
An apt storj' at the psychological 
moment often sells a good order. 

"I must be a sort of a redeemer, 
for my grade always seems glad lo 
see me; they are, as a rule talked 
to <Ieatii. 

"In selling goods, as in most 
everything else, practice makes 
perfect. I am ha[>pily gifted in 
knowing beforehand what is 
coining — can't explain— a case of 
telepathy. I rarely let people 
finish writing and don't have to do 
innch writing in business. 

" The greatest failing wiih tlic 
mutes is I heir timidity and lack of 
confidence in themselves. They 
think the hearii g people would be 
boiliered, and so they rarelj' mix. 

" I am married now, have three 
children and am enjoying life," con- 
cluded Mr Kent. 

When not on the toad selling fur- 
niture he speniis histime "between 
acts" in the mining business. He is 
inleres'eil, togetlier with some of the 
most prtnninenl Columbus business 
and professional men, in the Mani 
Itou Mining Company, which owns 
valuable properly in the While 
Horse district of Nevada. 

The "silent sale,-<rnan" slakes 
everything on the success ol rhe 
Manitou company and has interested 
■iiany of his friends. 

" The miners are holding us up 
out there," declared Mr. Kent. 
" Our terrilOiy Is not affected, but 
the Gold field district could be ship- 
ping out."

Ill 1887— over twenty yean* aj(o — he 
hncame 2d Vice-Pre«ideDt of the 
Inttitution, and in May, 1900, ho 
was el»-cted tut Vice-President. 

Ou the 16th day of May, 1893, be 
pre«id»Kl at the sevenly-fiflh an- 
niversary of the ronnding of the 
New York Insiitotlon, and on that 
occasion, amotij; other things In 
bis aildrem, he said : 

We flll know that this is the 
sf-v^-nfy fifth anniversary of this 
itiotiin'ion ; and ihow* who t«ke an 
iiiterfst in the deaf and dorol* must 
know what this inMituiiun is, and 
what It fias t>een in the paa», and 
what it |»rop<we« to do in tlie future 
Mr Currier has placed in my 
hands a hl^tory of theNewYoik 
Iiif<iiiuiion for tlie InHtriicllon of 
the Deaf and Dumb. This is a 
brief stntement of this instituiion 
from its iiicipi«»ncy to the present 
time.

Flame, as a direct source of Jieat, 
is at liesf a faulty seivant. In eon- 
suminvr oxyt'en it produces carbon 
dioxide and other liarmful gases ; 
it waslefully warms huge volumes 
of inert nitrogen, willi the result 
that teinpaturcH are niueii redu<!ed. 
Ff the fuel contains sulphur or 
phosphorus these niiieli ini|)air the 
quality of molten iron or seething 
st(?el. In dwellings, in inin^s, on 
shipboard, the uecessarj' consuinp- 
liori of air is a dire evil ; more seri 
oils still IS tlie nutpoiirint; of <leadly 
gases. 

Flami' laliors under otlu'r.dJH 
advantages. It is on the outside 
of a crucible or retort that it Ix-als; 
tlie shell to lie penetrated, if the 
steel plate of a big boiler, may be 
an in.-li thicker; much thicker, and 
iioiicoriduelinK as well, is the brick 
wall of a bake oven Flame pro- 
duces much heat of little worth be- 
cause of l<»w temperature. 

The whole Atlantic Ocean might 
be lukewarm and still leave a 
potato iinboileil. It is tlie margin 
bv which a lemperature overtops 
the deirrec needed for boilirn;, melt- 
ing or welding that decides its 
value. Yet more; flame at most has 
a [)lay of only a few inches. Even 
when it raises steam, tlio beat of all 
heat-carriers, that steam niny be 
borne no furtlier than a mile witli- 
out excessive loss. All these faults 
and wastes disappear when, instead 
of flame, we employ electric heat, 
notwithstanding the cost of its 
round-about production liy a fur- 
nace;, a lieatengine and a dynmno. 
In many ca es the enerineer can 
happily dispense witli fuel altoge- 
ther, and draw upon a waterfall, as 
not.al>ly at Niagara, 

p]lectrieity, in whatever mode 
prodiKfed, may be easily and fully 
insulated, taken, if we [ilease, loo 
miles, and there, through non.eon 
ducting mica or asbesto*, enter the 
very heart of a kettle, or still, to 
exert itself as heat, without an Iota 
of subtraction. It has no partner, 
iiaseous or other, to work injury 
or levy a tax. Electricity, too, by 
a transformer, may be rcMulily lifted 
from low to high voltage, or press- 
ure, immens«<ly widening its elTi^c 
live play in soldering, welding, 
smelling. At any temperature 
desired, there, with perfect con- 
stancy, electrl(! heat may be main- 
tained, with no need that a brand- 
ing or snioothing iron return period- 
ically to a fire with risk of scorcli- 
inu. — Oeorge lies, in the American 
Review of keviewfi for January, 



Joliii Boiling, a descendant of the 
Pocahontas iirincess, of the sixth 
i;eneralion, was I he flist American 
deaf-mnle to receive an edvication. 

The Boilings, of ancient English 
slock, and wealthy as far back as the 
War of tli(* Roses, had their seal at 
Boiling Hall, Yorkshiie, Tlie first 
American represent .tive was Robert 
Boiling, who mairied .lane Ilolfe, 
granddaughter of Piatahonlas, and 
the only descendant in that genera 
tion. Tlier<i were no deaf chihlien 
in the family until Thomas Boiling, 
tlie fifth in des(!ent from Pocilion- 
tas, married Pvlizabeth Gay, another 
descendant of the Indian ()i'inc>'ss, 
and his own first ('<iusin To this 
couple were born three (leaf chil- 
dren — John, Mary and Thomas — 
who were educated at the Braid- 
wood school ill Edinliurgh, John 
Iteiiig sent there in 1771 and Mary 
and Thomas in 1775. Ali remained 
in Scotland throughout the Revo 
lutionary War. 

Colonel William Boiling, a hear 
Ing brolliei of Thomas, also married 
a cousin, Mary Raiidol|)li, a near 
relative of .lolin Randolph, of 
Roanoke, and they had two >leiif 
children, William AHierl and Mary. 

In 1812, .lolin Braidwood, a 
grandson of the deaf, arrived in 
Washington, and Col. Boiling em- 
ployed liim to educate his children. 
A school was established at 
" Cobbs," near Petersburg, Va. , 
but owing to tini dissipate<l habits 
of Braidwood, tliis school was final 
ly abandoned, but it was I'.ie first 
effort made to educate the d<'af in 
America. — Ex.

The Brooklyn Club of Deaf- 
Mutes, as the or^anizalion is called, 
has its fine larue club liouse on 
Myrtle Avenue, between Jefferson 
Avenue and Troutmaii Street With 
the exception of the Brooklyn Guild 
of Deaf-Miites, it is the only society 
of its kind in this liorouuh.

sorts of pastimes. A fine library, 
filled with up to date books, is at 
t,li(> dis[iosal of 'he nieniluM's the 
wliole daj' louir, while other who do 
not feel inclined to read can enjoy 
tlie ph-asures of playinjr pool, bil- 
liards, checkers, chess, card" .'iiid 
(dlier amusfwiKMits. The Brooklyn 
Chit) holds enteitainmenta, niven 
in the sij:ii lanifiiaire by deaf- 
mutes, tliiou>;hout the year, and 
makes the star event of their sea 
son the club's annual ball 

Mr Ecka, who is one of the most 
Hrdent workers for the success of 
the (dub, wrote that it was organized 
on Jan liar}' 20, 1902, with scarcely 
a handful of deaf and dumli folks, 
but it has experienc(»d rapid urowili, 
and the membership list swells an- 
nually. 

Durinj! the summer mouths those 
meinliers of the <dub who are athle 
lically inclined lake up all sorts of 
sports and outdoor exercise. In 
IflOii, for instance, the first year the 
dull Avas orttanized, it was respre- 
seiited by a baseball team that 
scored an enviable record on the 
diamond, defeating (luile a few of 
the best deaf mute teams in New 
York Slativ

Xh« Oral* Upon the Foreat* 

Since 1880 the sou ices of lumber 
supply have undergone remarkable 
changes The first change was in 
the regions from whicdi the principal 
kinds of lumber were procured, and 
this was followed by the substitution 
of other kinds of wjmxj in their 
places Neither the centers of the 
lumber iritlustry nor the leading 
classes of woods are the same as 
they were twenty -five years ago. 

Ill 1S80 nine States — Michigsn, 
Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, New 
York, Texan, Arkansan, MiK«issippi, 
Louirdana, and Washington -pro 
duced 52 8 per cent, or more than 
half of the total lumber pro'luclion 
of the Uiiite<l Slates In 1006 these 
States produced 51/5 per cent, 
practically the same proportitni, 
out the changes which have taken 
place in the output of individual 
Stales are very striking. 

Michigan, for instance, cut 23 
per cent of the total in 1880 and 
liiif 5.0 per cent in 1906; Louis- 
isna cut 7 per cent of the total in 
1880 and 7 5 per cent in 1906; 
W/ishington furnished but 0.9 [lei 
cent ot the lumber production o( 
1880 and 11.5 per cent of that of 
1906. The cntling out of the virgin 
limber in the North and East has 
been followed t>y increase<l iliaiiiM 
upon the forest lesources of the 
South and West. 

Despite these conditions the 
amount of timl'er required has in- 
creased year by year. The increase 
in consumption of limber since 1880 
h«s been more ra[)id than the in- 
crease of the population, and great 
er than in any similar period in the 
history of the country This shows 
in a striking manner how much the 
nation depetnls upon forest pro 
ducts, and indicates how greatly all 
interests must suffer as it tM!Come»< 
scarcer and dearer. 

Statistics gathered by the Biireaii 
of the Census and the Forest Service 
•(how that the quantities of limber 
used Inst year for lumber, shingles, 
ties, pnlpwood, cooperage stock, 
mine timber*, lath, distillation, 
veneer, poles, tanning, and tur- 
pentine and rosin, expressod in 
board feet, reHch a total of approxi- 
mately ,'iO billion board feet. 

Wtiil" these drains ufion the forest 
are known with reasonalde ce tai-i- 
ty, there are othersof which there is 
lio record. There are the demand 
for iiosts. fuel, and domcMlic purpo-<- 
es, regar<ling which it is more diffi- 
cult to obtain information, because 
the products often pass throngh no 
market, but are consumed on the 
farm where they were produced. 

Careful estimates, however, place 
the total of wootl lined for fuel alone 
at an equivalent of 50 billion board 
feet a vear. 

It will be seen, then, that the pre- 
sent conoumption of wf)od in all 
forms inabove 100 t>ilIion board feet 
«i nually Estimating the forest 
area of the United S'ates at from 
500 to 700 milion Mcren, and the 
annual growth at 60 board feet per 
Hcre, the vearly increase is from 30 
to 42 tiillion feet. A' thin rate, the 
annusl growth bsrely equals the 
amount consumed for lumber alone 

Considerinir all the drainn, the 
annual consumption of wood is pro 
haViIy threetimes the annual growth. 
Detailed estimates of slaridinc 
timber range from 1.400 to 2.000 
biilifm feet. TJxing the larger figure, 
and considering the annual growth 
of 40 billion feet, It appears thst 
there is not more than a fhirtv three 
years' supply of limber in this coun- 
try at the present rate of consump- 
tion. 

At present only about 22 per cent 
of our total forest area is in Stale or 
National Forests, the remainder be- 
ing unreserved pul>lic lands or in 
private hands. The forest area l« 
imply sufficient, if rightly mansged, 
Ut produce eventUHlly enough timber 
tosiiptily all our needs Yet private 
owners, as well as Ihe State and 
National Governments, most use 
their forest lands In a right way if 
we are to maintain our timt»or sup- 

r''.y- 

Circular 129, just iHsned by 
Forest Service, contains a 
cussion of the drains np'in 
foreats and the sources and 
duration of the limber supply.

It Ih ptoposed 10 create a incuioiiHl 
to the late Rev. Tliomas UallHudet, 
D.D , by the eretition of a PariHli 
UuildiiiK for St. Ann's Church for 
Dcaf-Mulen. The piescnl Church 
is Niinatod on 148tli Street, just west 
of AniMtei-dani Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-live feel back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edillceand be a center 
of reliniouB and social life anionnst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Uallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this buihliiiK, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is sugjj;esle(l as a 
moNi litling memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
HtoriHH in height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor tlm social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for '* The (Uallau- 
det Memorial I'arish Building" will 
be about »30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
